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| should begin certainly by painting the Shepherd without whom would the mutt be here today and to perhaps 
even a greater extent I'm honored to be here with you tonight and this calendar year 2017 which some of you 
may know is a year which has been promised to us as potentially answering questions and resolving 
controversies or not but to be sure 54 years is long enough the potential for discovery represented by the 
recent and upcoming release of remaining government documents on the assassination of President 
Kennedy was realized last month with the startling revelation that beginning in 1956 Iran Capitol weather 
deputy director of the Central Intelligence Agency trial soeed camera and mayor of Dallas at the time JFK 
was assassinated was a CIA asset we are now able to review his 10 1756 CIA secrecy agreement his CIA 
201 file cover sheet is May 13th of 57 CIA a personality to a long file request and a cover sheet indicating 
that the House Select Committee on assassinations reviewed his 201 file the National Archives and Records 
Administration master listing a file is scheduled for release this year indicates that the AARP the 
assassination records Review Board classified these documents has not believed relevant a a rrb director 
judge drug to Anaheim speaking at the National Press Club during a Kappa sponsored 





Press Club during a Kappa sponsored event this past March said that he now believes that many of the not 
believed relevant designated documents are indeed relevant with the benefit of hindsight that may have been 
an understatement our story is a journey which begins before November 22nd 1963 it encompasses the Cold 
War and its origins examines the prevailing ideologies during John Kennedy's years of public service the 
context and meaning of his abrupt and consequential death there are many steps along the way and it is by 
no means a clear path rather than enumerate the interment of many difficult challenges that arise when 
confronting our governments official explanation of the crime without regard to the many false leads 
pathologies misdirections alleged facts deceptions obstructions charlatans and frauds that befall what may 
only loosely be referred to as the JFK SS assassination research community I'd like to refer to something 
positive informative and relevant to our purpose here this evening in the category underreported stories on 
November 3rd of 1994 a Washington Post reporter named Jefferson Morley in the company of a an active 
duty United States Army intelligence office officer named dr. John Neumann visited a lady named Jane 
Roman vain woman was a retired senior a CIA desk officer who had worked as liaison officer for the 
counterintelligence division that was in close proximity to a figure of interest to many of us James Angleton 
and was the 
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to many of us James Angleton and was the chief of counterintelligence for the United States for more than 
20 years and whose name appeared among the officers who signed off on a response by the the the senior 
desk officer of a division of Western Hemisphere within the agency named John Lydon in response to routine 
inquiry from the Mexico City CIA station in early October in 1963 the inquiry was routine it said some strange 
things have just happened in Mexico City they involved a figure who identified himself as Lee Oswald 
strange events documented through the surveillance systems that were focused upon the Cuban consulate 
and the Soviet embassy and what do we have on this guy Lee Oswald in response to this inquiry a lady 
named Jaime Roman had signed off that the information and the response was happier as it turns out the 
information in the response was not really not accurate but it may have been it seems like perhaps it might 
have been intentionally misleading 31 years later Jeff Morley had found this lady's name because a whole 
bunch of documents had been made available to us as the results of the 1992 president dramatic and 
records collection act that happened enlargement perhaps entirely because of the success of Oliver Stone's 
film JFK 31 years after the fact on November 3rd 1994 Jefferson Morley and John Neumann were invited to 
interview this lady jane Roman and Jeff was aware that he did not have a background in military intelligence 
he was not very knowledgeable about the intricacies of 





knowledgeable about the intricacies of routing sheets and the way information from the office of a logistics 
and the the complexities involved in how information was circulated depends within the agency so we 
brought with it of all the dr. John Miller it was a good day dr. Newman knew what to ask Miss Roman 
because he knew what had happened he had the documents with him and he took hers chronologically very 
gently and with courtesy he took her 1 1 document at a time leading up to an ultimate moment we're literally 
days before she had signed off on that be responsive ASA Co City station claiming that they really didn't 
know much about this Oswald guide the most recent stuff they had was from the FBI it was from the summer 
of 1962 and asking Miss Roman 31 years later what's her interpretation of this and to her credit without 
hesitation she said I'm signing off on something that's not true that was that was a good moment but rather 
than be satisfied that she had admitted something the details of which we couldn't possibly know dr. 
Neumann persistent this was a moment that was captured because both Jefferson Morley and dr. Neumann 
were recording the conversation is ultimately transcribed by the Washington Post transcription service and 
they did a good job they recorded accurately what happened immediately thereafter dr. Newman said without 
any kind of hostility he said well why Jane why why would you be signing off on something that's not true and 
she became defensive and she says well | wasn't involved in any hanging painting and he says no no no 
there doesn't have to be a sinister explanation but it's one thing if | say to you you do not have a need to 
know it's another thing if | say here's some information in response to your question which | know is mislead 
so dr. Neumann 





which | know is mislead so dr. Neumann asked the the important question of the day does this indicate to 
you an operational interest in Oswald six weeks prior to the assassination her answer change our perception 
of where we are and what we think we know and her answer was the following yes to me it indicates a keen 
interest he'll very closely on the meet to know basis a keen interest he'll very closely want me to know basis 
she's referring to the executives around the chief of wh4 who was clearly out of the loop and who had 
responded based upon access to materials which should have been up to date but for whatever reason was 
not something relevant to the story of who was Lee Oswald is going on and you've never heard about this a 
keen interest held very closely on the need-to-know basis she's referring to the executives above her within 
the most importantly insulated most densely protected place inside the agency at the peak of the Cold War 
the person responsible for that exchange is one of our speakers is evening | had the honor of being your
